Ona has to 
be informed, to study bhe world situasion as vell as all the aspects of 
the nalionai situat on (political, ecmocde, oblitary}). One has te study 
the surernchb and capabilities, advantaces and disadvanrtaces, to understand 
che oltugtlon and the tronds on our sida as well as on the enenyris. 


To stud politics ueans to chudy the iy porcan, maneuvers of different 
nations of the world, and the power of the parties in a given country. 


To study esononies ucans to study the caans of preduct on and distribution. 


To study sociology coans to siudy clans differences, and the inclinations 
ahd hopes of each class. 


To guudy civilizations ueans to study the plausibility of current ideas, and 
the desrec of cauapabibility of such ideas with the eugtoss and habits of the 


people. 


To study profits and Losses ucans to shudy the strong and veak points. 


To Boudy strength ami cooabiliticg means to find out our oon strength and 
that of the oneay. 


One studies the world situation in order to know how events influonce us. 
To study tne enemy is to Imoew vhore ov priceipal enemy is, and vhere our 
Gircet ane. indizoct allies ara. Cur allies are the people's classes and 
the revolutionary nevonents of the vhole world. Our indirect allics are 
the disagreenents among the colonialists, between the colonlalists and the 
traitors, and a.iong tha traitors thenselves. These allies are an inportant 
fores Vecause ve cannot fight the enemy alone. Beside us there will be the 
dire.t and indirect forces wiich will help us to fight our eneny. 


It must. be renenbered that the indixect allies are very important, somotines 
even more inportant than the direct allies. During the second world war, for 
example, the disagreemems: Letvoen the fascists and the capitvlists of the 
world were the most useful indirect allies for our revolutions 

The political path of cur party since its founding. 

Let us study the policy of our party t roughout 5 periods: 


%. the Mirst was the period of fomat:on and of the anbi-colonialist, 
ami-feudalist proclamation (1721-1931). 
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b) the secomi was one of vevelutionary retirement (1731-1935). 
a) the third was the pertod of the people (1136-2939). 


ad) the fourth was the pariod of the second World Var, of anbieZaseian, 
(1939-1945). 


@) the fifth pertod was that of tha Aupust Revolution and of the rosistance. 


Throughout these five per/ods, the revolution in Indochina has renained 
in the period of the anti-capitalistic democratic revolution. 


a, The Mest. Pariod. 


Ll, Unification of the Communist group: the popular movenent in North 
Vietnam was rather strong in 1929, and the prolotarians united. 
The proletarian novesent became tha Viebnanese Revoluticnary Youth 
Ieague. Then it was decided to dissolve this union in order to 
found the Communist Party, but tiis was not approved by the assenbly. 
Consequentiy the comrades in the north founded the Indochinsse 
Communist Party, the comrades in the Central region, the Goamunish 
Alliance, and the courades in the south, the Annanese Communist Party. 


On 6 January 1729, Conrade Nguyen Al Quoe (Io Chi “4nh) called a 
general asseubly at the end of witich the Goumrist Party of Indo- 
china was founded, Later on, it was called the Indochinese Communist 
Party's 


The poly of the party after it was united: After its unification, 
the party acted as one unit, bub it vas not until October 1939 
that this was brought out in the open. 
Comrade Tran Phu drafted a report which was discussed throughout 
the party. This was the report on the Anti-Capitalistie Denocratic 
Revolution. The report stresses these points: 
Indochina has only a few Light industeics ard no heavy industry 
ab all. Feudal. traces are stil.abundant, and therefore colonialism 
and feudalism mist be destroyed. 
All the classes in Indochina, except the feudalistic class, 
unanimously apwyve of the revohtion, and therefore a united 
ami-~colonialist front must be fomded to draw the coupabsiots 
under the leadersitip of the proletarian class. 
This front was finally called the Indoclinese Anti~Inperialist 
Alliance. Ths slogans used were : Dow with Tnperialisn and 
Feudalign. Establish a Soviet governiemt, vith artisan-peasant 
and military participation. 
indechina must be completely independent. 
Establish a Conmanist artisan-peasanmh army, 
Confiseate foreign holdings end pub then under governnent managaucinte 
Confiscate the land of the owners and xoturn it to the peasants. 
Eight hour work day, 


Establisn taxes to tave revere, Establish work relief, 
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Right of nations to self—deternination. 
Equal ri:hts for nen and wonen. 
Compulsory education, 

Support the U: SR. 


Next to these major slovans, the party also had small slogans 
such as: 


Increase in vages-Shorter hours-Abolish corporal punishuent~ 
Accidert compensation = ote. 


In this way the party consolidated the general slogans with the 
scattered ones, and defende evoryday interests to win over the 
populat.on. The sovonents expanded frou North to South, and those 
people who attained these curnion ri-hts had absolute confidence in 
the party, The struggle of our fellow-countrymen of Nghe An-lla 
Tinh vas epecially herioc. Nghe An-Ha Tinh had e-erienced 

heavy rains which caused a loss of harvests; not only were its 
pecfiehelpless, but they also had to pay heavy taxes. Consequently 
the people rose in anger to struggle to the bitter end. The 
delegations of Thanh Cuong, am Dan, Huong Son, had established a 
Soviet government. 


The imperialist repression and the regression of the novcment> 


Towards the end of 1,31 the movenent started to decline because 

of intense imperialistic reprassions. The Central Comittee of the 
South and the Regional Cowittvue in the North were broken up. The 
strength of the party was dininished. 


General recapitulation. 


Globally the policy was right but its inplementation was frustrated 
due to lack of Isadership for the people and lack of reasoning, 

The proof of this narrommess can be geen in the failure of the 

lghe An-Ha Tinh iisurrect/onists te affiliate with progressive 
organs and to incorporate thea into their front. ‘Then the pover 
of the Soviets was established, they did not know how to organize 
guerillas to amplify the struggle. It was lack of organization and 
technique for keeping the cadras in the ranks of the people. 


Experience, 


One mist always keep sight of the enemy and single him out, otherrie 
ome exposes oneself to narrormess and failere. One must know how to 
create a solid and broad front witch could unite all the revolutionary 
anti~imperialists and anti-~feudalist forces under the direction of he 
party in order to fight imperialiom ard the feudal regime. 


To rise and take over pover, one must be thoroughly prepared. If 
the eneuy is strong and in control of the cities, only the peasants 
should rise, and the local uprising should be converted into 
guerrilla activity and be developed, otherwise one would certainly 
be surrounded by eneny forces arriving fron the cities and the 
surroundings » 


One snould only rise when the exemy is undecided and when the 


popula ion is set on participating in the revolution and supporting 
the shock txoops. 
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During the repression one has to be able to oryanize vory scientifically 
in order to keep up the ranks. 


Effort and struggle go together, At the height of the struggle 
4n 1930-1931 the three regions joined in the fight, bub paid no 
attention to their organization, and this caused their failure. 


Toon the mnovenent efarts to recede, the party has to know hot to 
protect the partisans, because the life of the movencnt depends to 
A great oxtent on its members. To protect the members is of prinary 
importance in the proletarian revolution. 


bo Second period ~:Reosssion — . 


1. The decline of the movenent: Tovards the middle of 1931 therevas a 
let-down in the activities of the party, the French having scored 4 
seni-victory in thelr policy of strangling the mevencnt. As 4 
result, the offices of the people and the party no longer had ary 
people to hold moestings or to get in touch with each other. The 
organizations were suspicious and did not dare to contact one another « 


The French repression tas savazje. In the South there was a pretense 
of justics, because the Seuth had a regins and colonial laws. Bot 
in the Central and the North regions, the repressions were like 
those of the Fascie:s. They established criminal tribumals there 
in order to conden the soldiers of ths revcelution. 


2, Period of Rise. 


The period of repression did not mitipate the figiting spirit of 
the Cormmiste. Our conrades contimied to organize in prison; 

to fight, to seek contact with the outside, Ths conrades tho vere 
free contimed to act secretly aiong the masses. Sone of the 
comrades disappeared to reorganize the action offices (sic) and to 
cet tocethor with the comrades outside. Thanks to that, the 
novoront started to rise again in 1935, becimin: with battles in 
factories, in cities, fighting the transfer of coolics to the upper 
regions, Pighting market taxes and licences. The movenent had 
reunited the peasant dasses, workers, verchants, althouch not in 
very large murbers. 


Comrades returning fron foreign countries (Sian, China) orranized 
offices at Lang Son, Cao ang, and alone tho Uclong. Corrades in 
the South and Conter, havifig served their prison toras, vont back 
and reorgeized in rural arvas. Comrades Mewyen Van Tao and Duong 
Bach lei returned in 193 fron Prance and cooperated with the agents 
of the Fourth International in editing the papor Theo Strugple, 
tying up the struggle throu,h the press with that of the people. 
Besides this there vere activities leading to the clection of 
reprocentatives af the workers and of the people to the Colonial 
Council, in order to bencfit fron public representation, and thus 
helping the aims of the people and beating off colatalisn. , 


30 Big neetin: at Macao. 


The party held a uceting at the ond of 1935 in lacao, China. 
Conradces Ucuyen Ai Quoc and Ie Ilong Phong were busy and could not 
atten, The mecbing consisted of Vicbnanese Cammmists and a snall 
rmaunber of members fron Siam and China. 


“hen Conrade Le Hong Phong came baek and presented the decisions 

of the Corummist Internat:.onal, one realised that the party policy 
had been altocether wrong, The Internsiional stressed that the 
eneny in view vas Fascism and not Tuperialiams that the alky of 

the proletariat was the pogty capitalist in the citdes, the poasants, 
oppressed peoples, and possibly a part of Imperialisn that was 
against the Fascign, and against war. Consescently the poliey of 
the party was changed ac. ordinely. : 
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Gourades Le Hong Phon,; aid Ha Huy Tap than callcd a nectin; of the 
menbers to alter the decisions reached at the first Lig neeting 
and revise them te the policy of the people's period. 


Experience of the secon’ perloeds 


The Indochinese and the “orld Revolution are closcly related. The 
Indochinese Revolution vecaie part of the Jorld Coevolution and of 
world wide activity in view of the antiPascist War, and because 
the exemy of the Indochincse Revolution was no don jer vhe same as 
before. Therefo.c it Vccame accessary to follow gloval tendencies 
as well as the interior situation. 


when the mo.ement declined the party had to chan ¢ its tacties in 
a suitable fushion, protect its ranks to continue the struzgle, 
and remain in touch with the people. 


The pa.ty already kncw how to exploit the vress in order to carry 
cut the struggle for the venefit of the people. 


The moment the wevenent had its recession, the psople became 
discouraged. In such a case the party must Glue itself to the 
people and direct then, to save the real inierests and ot the sane 
tine reform the movencnt. 


in the period of recession of the movement, the party shcwld exploit 

the resources of the situation on the outside, in order to 
reunite all the revolutionary forees and form the wovement in the

thi.d period. People's period of Leuocratic action 1935=1939. 


The principal eneny. Ow grincipall enemy was the Freach 
reactionary colonialists whe were servants of the Freneh #=2gg7e 
(200 French funilies). These had common interests with world 
Fascisme The French people's front was created to fight the 
Prench colonialists. 


The sccondary enemy: the traitors, the ranks of the local 
reactionarics, servants of the colonialists, 


The enemy cold be rascist Japan, which at thet time had the 
intention to conquer Indochine, 


The allies were thc Indochina proletariat, the petty capitalists 
in the cities, the progressive capitalis.s of the country, the

During; the people's cpoch the pa ty dir.cted the struzcle with great 
2cale Denonstretiow of the people, suc: as never Lcfore seen in 
Indochina, attracted necrly half a millicy people in the north and 
southe ‘The comredes who were clected thrcich the goverment of the 
yeonle actively directed the activities, i: not officially, at least 
by supporting them under cover.

Some of the soldiers retreated inte the weeds and ecntinued 
thoir sctiviticsa tor awhile. The militiamen of S:t. Cung rose 
at Cao Bang; in Jamary 1941 he startcd at Do Lluonz, took it, 
amd then cane down to Thanh Vinh. Not Imowin: how to fight 
gucrrilia style, his insurrection was soon subducde The party 
wained many expericnces, end on the oth meeting, called by 
Ngwyen Ai Guoc, it was proclaimed that the Viet Nam revolution 
is a revolution o+ the people's liberation. 


So instead of the slovan ef land partition it was opportune to 
ally with the landowmers ark. to lesd then to the wational 
VJirien Pront a ainst wranec and Japan. 


Tho Wetional Gnion T,ont called itself: Union of Allies for 
the Independence of Viet. Nan. 


Its purposes .ere to support the USoR in case of attack, and 
to participate in the anti-fascist strucrle. 


The central coumittce was just avout to close the plenary 
session when it cot news of the attack on the TSSR. The 
circlar picdgin,; support of the Goa! was imacdlately Lroucht 
outs 

Guerrilla action broke out again in Aucust 1941 at Bac Kan « 
Lang Son. The French forced the population te turn ovir their 
harvost to prevent then from supolying the .uerrillas. 
Hostilitics in the Pacifie broke out in Lecembor 1941, when 


the Japanese dacided on the invasion of the colonies held by 
+ ¢ impersalist powers in Southcast Asia.

Our principal cnemy aftor tho coup d'ctat was still Lie Japanese, 
and consequently onc could unite with any French group whatever 
in the fight against the Japanese. 


The perzanernt coumission also ccelded to cstablish regional 
committees to prepare ior tho gencral uprising. The stratecic 
and tactical dircetives were chanzed accordinjly. The security 
orgadiaations increased, the aray orzanizations multiplied 
evcrywiuere to assassinate traitors and Japanese officers. E:cn 
in the neart of the cities our accents dirceted the destruction 
of rice warehouses, widle our wiitsy, equinved with propasanda, 
shaved up all over and prevented tho storare of ricc and helped 
the population overcome Jamine. All these forms of battle led 
the population pro ressively tovards an armed insurrections

At @ military revolutionary mceting in ‘noril 1945 it was decided:

The meeting also deci.ed on a general session in aucust, the time 
of the general uprising, as vell as for tho extraordinary session 
at Tan trao for the cstablishacnt of a provisional goverment. 
under the presidency of Ho Chi Linh. 


The news of the Japanese dcfcat came jus. as the party mambers 
Were preparing sor a plenar, session. It came so suddewly that 
many of them stopped right in the midwle of the session. 


in several places the uprising startcd upon the reccipt of the 
news about the Japanese surrender, although a nuuber of them had 
not yet rceesived the circular fran the peruanent commission. 
Despite chis, they acted on time, holding tienselves to the 
directives of 12 Uarean 1945 issucd wy the perwancnt commissions 
The uprising spicad throuhout the country, aot by an automatic 
reaction of the people, but under the open or canouflaged 
leadership of the partys

Upon 
the arrival of the Japenese in -\ugust 190 the party saw 
that the enemy would be the ircnch and the Japanese 
togeth r. The party thus rallied acainst them the donocritic 
elements of capital, with the vorkers, the peasants, and 
the French De..ccerats of Indochinas The party also knew how 
to take advantage of the disagrecments between the lrench 
and the Japancse for the sake o. the revolution. 
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The part; also knew low to usc skillfully cvery means to 
advance Lhe movement racidly. «hen the various 
organitabions wore sidin: with baperialism, the narty at 
ones orcani:ed undercover security committecs, and at the 
tine of the Japanese su rcuder formed military srouns which 
were dirceted by the Coaumittee of Liveration. These groups 
became the people's coumittces and then the .dainisirative 
Gowdttecs. All aspects of the strusgle, includin: strikcs 
which changed into ,werrilla action, were utilized. The 
varty also divided sore of the conquered land anion; the 
yricultural vokers, or destrcycd rice warchouses like that 
at gac Giang. derore the veriod of the uprising the 
arplication of provayaunda as woll as ammed danonstrations 
replaced the old uctiuods cf propacanda, which had less 
cifeete uhen the situation allowed such activities, tlc 
party did not hesitate to crcate a people's army.

@. The .uust Revolution and the Mesistance of 1945. 


The Aucuct Nevo ution broke out at the right time and won just 
and well carned success. Dat in tacing over power for the 
first time, we cncountered many difficulties. Cn 30 Septeubcr 
19L5, the ircnch colonialists started the assault on South Viet 
Naw under cover from British troozvs. At the samc time the 
Shinese Nationalists were disariin: the Japanese above the 16th 
parallel, oringin,: with thea a whole unit of traitors, destined 
to sow Giserdor quon: cur vauks. <fter this France maneuvered 
with the Unitcd Nations to replace the Jhinese, while we vere 
just ferning our overnuent, not having hal the necessary timc 
to yorti.y ourcelvos. Our icader, <ith the agrceuent of the 
Ventral Comittee, decided on the 6 March a-reencnt io cain 
tinc. Opr president went to france to continuc thc discussions 
already umdor way, out the bad faith of the #rench had vecone 
too ouvious. «.e@ therefo.e signed the medus vivendi of 

14 weptuber 1946, to ain time as we prepared io fight. ‘The 
French provoked us constaitly and scccame more insolent every 
day. Contrary to the agreemcnt made, they attucked us at 
Yalphon: and in the capitel (Hanci). in 19 Deceuwber we started 
the atuack to protect ourselves, for we know very well wnat if 
we foiled to attack thom, .c@ would soon vec surrounded. Fran 
that date on the total wight of the whole couw.try bogane 


The presunt policy of the party was as Vollows:

The prinary cnomy is the reactionary 
French colouialists. The secondary cnany is the traitors, 
friends of the Fronehs 


Tho direct allies are all clasees of the population exeept the 
traitors, similar nova@ents throughout the world and the 
colovlal Liberation novenents. 

Indirect allies are the disayrccments between the traitors and 
the Srench, betwecn the traitors and themselves, and betwoen 
the French and the Americans. 

Establish the enlarged united front: Viet liinh and Lien Vict. 
The principal slo ans: 

Tunt down the lreneh colon‘alists. 

Trew over the pugpetse 


Yiotuau campletely united and independent. 


Laos and Caubedia complctely liberated and separate states in

After the .attles in the north (1917) a flow of cnthusiasn 
spread all ov.r the country. The leader and the Central 
Caautittee launched the patriotic cmulation novecsent to pass 
over to the scecond stage of the resistance. 


During this poricd of resistcnce the party and all the people 
made prozrecs in all directions, thanks to ihe calculated 
policy of the party Which had mcrited the confidence of the 
people. The purty pro rcssed with more speed than ever before 
Tho Cauvodian and Laotian scctions of the party had just been 
organiocds 


Such Guections as dialectical education, shaping of personality, 
reforui of working methoas, formation of new cadres and the 


baprevencnt of the old ones, were given conside.ation by the 
partys Tho qucstion of organizalion methods was also on the 
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order .{ the day, althouh it still is in its first staces. 


Suuing up the exvcrience of this first pordod the following 
can be stated: 


The iugust upvisin; was tactically an accouplisinient of 
the Lirst order. 


Tae unification policy advocated by the leader and the party 
proved useful, and already was bearing fruite 


The party dirceted the resistance properly and. profited 
greatly by the war. 


The achicvoenent of personnel organizations, of correcting 
its om mistakes, the change of tho worlin: wethods, all 
aided the narty in obtaining more results. 


The Leunchin; of the patriotic umlation drive paid off in 
time and helped specd up the resistance and reconstructions 


The subject of the new democracy was brought up on time. 
It is natural to point out necative aspects such ast 


The party has failed to pay any attention up to now to the 
subject of agrarian revorm anon; the ethnic minorities of 
CauLodia~Laos, and to the dialectical Subjects, 


CONCLUSICN: 


“ue have studied the policy of the party fron its beginning up te date. «e 
find that despite certain necative points of detail, the party has closcly 
followed the method and path of BDolshevisu. 


This pata has pecn followed faithfully, for the party adhered to the 
dialectical method handed down by the Uarx-Lenin doctrines and applied in 
Indochina. 


ve have the dircetives at hand, the method ef tactical Lastruction and the 
road to follow. The tactics of the party were instituted according to the 
followin; points: 


a& Always se.k out allics. 
be Locate the main cnemy to be Loughts 


Go The party knows very well that it eamnot suceced with its advance 
guard alone, but also needs the e:'fective Support of the populations 


Ge Once the goal is fixed, one dave not lese one uinmute, nor lose 
confidence in the face of setbacks, but one must be deteniined to 
go to the final goal. 


To change the ctratecy means at times to change certain aspects of the 
Struggle, of directives, propacanda and activitics depending on the 
fluctuations of the strug le. Yesterday, bcfore the Japanese coup d'ctatys 
we left the rice warehouses intact, whereas today we destroy theme. 


The party has acquired valuaule Icssons thanks to the -xpericnec, and is 
qualified to carry out the .ollowin; tactics: 


@ Know when to advance and when to retreat at the right time, so that 
you evade the enemy who is waitin; to strike, Take immcdiate 
advantage of the moment to strike mortal blows at the cneny., 
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bo Chance the orgeisization and dircctives accordin; to the pro_ress 
or rcpression cf the movenente 


ce. Know hor to avply the policy key-note in the chain of evonts; 
consolidation of strencth calis for quick decisions. 
When the Japanese perpetratcd thoir coup d'etat the party wanted to lead 
the population to take part in the battle, and euployed as the key-note 
"destroy the warchcuses" in order to lead the movement pro ressivcly 
towards the feneral uprisinge
